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These Posts are, without exception, Im-a prosperous 
condition, and bid fair to add lustre and character to our 
grand Order. 


I would respectfully recommend that each Post, at 
the commencement of the year, make requisition for a 
sufficient amount of blanks te carry them through the 
first half of the year. 


The proper blanks were mailed to every Post in the 
Department months ago; but, strange to say, a few only 
of the Posts acknowledged receipt of the same. Of 
course, they never reached their destination. This being 
true, it is suggested that hereafter this branch of the 
business be transacted by express. 


I take pleasure in stating that the groundwork for 
the formation of new Posts in this Department have 
been instituted on a grand and comprehensive scale. We 
are in communication with every county in the Depart- 
ment; there is in process of formation fifteen or twenty 
new Posts, a large majority of which are in counties not 
now represented in this Encampment. With proper 
zeal and energy our noble Order should have in active 
operation, within the next six months, in this Depart- 
ment, not less than fifty to seventy-five Posts. The 
times are ripe for the completion of this work, and we 
should improve the golden opportunity. 

Since the Department Encampment, held in Terre 
Haute, Oct. 3, 1879, there has been issued from Head- 
quarters tour General Orders and one Circular.

Commander J. B. Hager’s Address. 


~ Comraves: The Provisional Department of Indiana 


Grand Army of the Republic, was ordered on the twen- 


ty-sixth day of April, 1879. Under this order the De- 
partment commenced its operations. The requisite num- 
ber of Posts having been. mustered in, Indiana became 
a Department, with full departmental powers for work, 
and on the third day of October, 1879, the first Encamp- 
ment of the Department was held in the city of Terre 
Haute, and a full roster of officers elected. Since that 
time the affairs of the Department have been in a healthy 
condition and where Posts exist much interest has been 
shown and the growth ‘of the Order promises ere long to 
embrace a great majority of those who served their 
country during the war of the Rebellion in the army 
and navy of the United States. 


It should be the aim of the comrades already mus- 
tered in, to gather into their Posts all who have faith- 
fully served, of course having regard to moral charac- 
ter, residence and their fitness to become members of the 
Order. The principles upon which the Order is estab- 
lished are fraternity, charity and loyalty, and theretore 
none should be excluded except for reasons of the most 
cogent character, but efforts should be made to make

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the number to include, as nearly as possible, all who 
have loyally and faithfully served and borne arms in 
defense of their country. The Order will then become a 
power that can command respect and can force that 
recognition from the ruling powers, and from political 
parties, to which they are so much entitled and by which 
they have been so long practically ignored. 


It is particularly enjoined upon all Post officers to 
conduct the meetings of their respective Posts with the 
utmost decorum, both in initiation ceremonies and in 
the dispatch of the business of the Post. The least 
departure from the rules laid down, but opens the door for 
other departures and the Ritual @hd Rules and Regula- 
tions soon become of no binding force and the Order 
will languish and decay. 


Camp fires should be encouraged, literary entertain- 
ments and amusements of an innocent character insti- 
tuted and other means adopted to keep alive the interest 
in this noble Order. Members of Posts only can orig- 
inate these things and they only know what would best 
promote the interests of the Posts and those of the Order 
generally. Questions of a political character should be 
scrupulously avoided, and to accomplish this, comiand- 
ers of Posts must be firm and decided in their suppres- 
sion, 


Heretofore “ Decoration Day,” May 31, has not been 
as properly and decently observed as it should be. It is 
the peculiar province of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, where Posts are organized, to take charge of the 
ceremonies on that day and conduct them in a reverent 
inanner. The ritual for that purpose is extremely beau- 
tiful and impressive and its proper working will always 
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make the day an interesting holiday to not only the 
comrades but to all friends of soldiers. 


A rigid scrutiny is observed by the Department in 
granting charters, to avoid placing the organization of 
Posts in improper hands. A Post properly organized, 
and by proper persons, must flourish and be an honor to 
the Order of which it is a component part. 


It is with pleasure that I have to state that as far as 
[ am advised, the Posts thus far established are in good 


_ working order and answering the purpose for which the 


Order was instituted. 


The Assistant Adjatant General has found his work 
quite laborious and his duties have taken almost his 
entire time. To perform his duties properly, particu- 
larly in inereasing the number of Posts, answering let- 
ters, seeking information and all the multifarious duties 
consequent to a new Department, he can give but little 
of his time to other business. In the fulfillment of these 
duties thus far, Mr. Cummings has been earnest, indus- 
trious and faithful and is entitled to my thanks and to 
a very substantial recognition from the Department. 


I refer you most respectfully to his report. 

The Assistant Quartermaster General. will show by 
his report, what has been done in his sphere of duties. 
As custodian of the Department funds his duties and 
responsibilities thus far have not been arduous. The hope 
however is entertained that they may handsomely in- 
crease. 

I refer you to reports of the other officers of the 
Department for information in their particular line of 
duties. 


I can not permit this occasion to pass without 
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impressing upon all Post Commanders the absolute neces- 
sity of seeing that all proper returns are made promptly, 
as required by the rules and regulations. Without these 
it is impossible for the Department officers to make their 
returns to the National Encampment. 


The Council of Administration which met at Terre 
Haute on the nineteenth day of December, 1879, decided 
to hold the tirst regular Encampment of the Department 
in Greencastle on Janaruy 29, 1880. In accordance with 
that appointment we are here to-day for the election of 
officers of the Department and for the transaction of 
such business as may be necessary to the welfare of the 
Order in the State. Comrades, may we do it in frater- 
nity, charity and loyalty? 


A resolution was offered and unanimously carried as 
follows: 

Resolved, That in the present and all future meetings 
Past Post Commanders shall be entitled to seats in the 
Department Encampment. 


At this stage of the proceedings, a congratulatory 
telegram was received from our Parent Department, 


Tilinois, as follows:

It was announced that the Department of Pennsyl- 
vania is now in sessien in the city of Reading, that State, 
and a telegram of good cheer was sent them in eare of 
Assistant Adjutant General J. M. Vanderslice. 


The report of the Council of Administration, which 
was held in Terre Haute, December 19, 1879, was read 


as follows: 


Report of the Council of Administration. 


The Council of Administration met in pursuance of 
a notice from Department Headquarters, at Terre Haute, 
December 19, 1879, for the purpose of selecting time 
and place for holding the Department Encampment. ~ 


Present—Comrades Hager, Carnahan, Thompson, 8. 
E. Armstrong, Miller, Cummings, W. If. Armstrong, 
Hanna and Jfarris. 


Absent—Comrades Snyder, Cavens, Nicor and Casto. 


The question was then discussed as to where the next 
Zneampment should be held. Comrade Carnahan urged 
the claim of Post 3, of LaFayette, setting forth the - 
favorable inducements in the way of transportation, and 
offering free entertainment to delegates. Comrade 
Hanna, of Post 11, Greencastle, invited the En- 
‘ampment tomeet with them. While he could not then 
make the same offer that came trom Post 3, in the 
way of entertainment, he felt assured that arrangements 
eould and would be pertected, the same as was offered

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After a lengthy discussion, pro and con., Comrade 
Harris moved that the place of holding the next Encamp- 
ment be decided by ballot. Tt was so ordered, and 
resulted in selecting Greencastle, and the date fixed Jan- 
uary 29, 1880. : 


A unanimous vote was offered, recommending the 
Department Encampment to fix the pay of the Assistant 
Adjutant General at fifty dollars per month, commenc- 
ing November 1, 1879. 


The following resolution was offered and adopted : 


Resolved, That all Posts organized shall pay the nec- 


essary expenses of mustering officer in the performance 


of said duty. 


Comrade Cummings was directed to confer with 
Comrade Wilkinshaw, Department Commander of the 
Department of Kansas, concerning the purchase from 
him of a sciopticon, which that comrade had offered on 
favorable terms. It was ordered that the same be pur- 
chased for the several, Posts in this Department, each 
Post paying its share, and having an equal ownership 
in the same. 

Adjourned.

Nominations for Chaplain were now in order, and 
the name of Comrade J. W. Harris, of Post 4, was 
presented. Nominations were closed, and the Adjutant 
was instructed to cast the entire vote of the Encamp- 
ment for J. W. Harris tor Chaplain. 


For Medical Director, Comrade J. C. Thompson, of 
Terre Haute, was nominated, and the Adjutant directed 


_ to cast the entire vote of the Encampment for said com- 


sade, who was declared elected. 


The Encampment then proceeded to elect a Council 
of Administration for the ensuing year, with the follow- 
ing result: Comrades E. C. Snyder, W. W. Casto, 
— Clements, J. T. Johnston and J. L. Wooden. 
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Comrade Hanna, of Post 15, and Comrade Carna- 
han, of Post 3, were elected delegates to the National 


Encampment. 


On motion of Comrade I. H. C. Royse, that portion 
of the report of the Council of Administration that was 
laid on the table, was taken off, and the following reso- 
lution adopted in its stead: 

Resolved, That the salary of the Assistant i Ndattane 
General be fixed at five hundred dollars per year, and 


that the commencement of the year be tixed as Novem- 
ber 1, 1879. 


Comrade Clements offered the following resolution, 
which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Representatives from this Grand 
Encampment to the National Encampment, be requested 
to use their best efforts to have the rules and regulations 
so changed that semi-annual reports be required instead 
of quarterly reports. 


Comrade Royse offered the following resolution on 
the question of per capita tax, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That a quarterly tax be levied on the sev- 
eral Posts of this Department, for Department purposes, 


equal to fifteen cents for each member in good standing 
at the close of the preceding quarter. 


Comrade 8. E. Armstrong offered the following res- 
olution regarding a G. A. R. banner device, and the 
resolution was unanimously ad >pted : 


Resolved, IT move that the de egation fromthe Depart- 
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ment of Indiana to represent this Department in the 
National Eneampment, G. A. R., be instructed to move 
and vote for the adoption by the National Eneamp- 
ment of the United States, of the design for a Grand 
Army banner after the model here presented by General] 
Canby Post 2, Department of Indiana. 


It was ordered that a vote of thanks be tendered 
Post 11, for their extreme courtesy and attention, 


after which the Encampment was closed in due form. 


Jommander in Chief William Earnshaw and Adju- 


tant General Isaac B. Stevens were present, and it was 
ordered that the newly elected officers be installed in pub- /

We, your cominittee, appointed to audit the accounts 
of the late Assistant Adjutant General and Acting 
Assistant Adjutant General, Jay Cummings, beg leave 
to report that we haye carefully examined the accounts 
of said officer, but are unable to make any report as to 
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his standing with the Department, for the following 
s f 2 
reasons: 


1. He has never opened an account with himself as 
to the amount of money that came into-his hands. 


2. Expenditures of large sums of money are 
entered, but there are no vouchers for the money 
expended, and no data of any kind whereby the accounts 
can be balanced. 


3. In his personal account the day book shows that 
he has received three hundred, ninety-four dollars and 
sixty cents as salary, but the ledger only shows that he 
has received one hundred, fifty-four dollars and sixty 
cents on account of salary. 


The amount of salary due him, aceording to action et 
the last Department meeting, would be one hundred and 
seven dollars and thirty-three cents. This shows that 
said officer has overdrawn his salary very largely. 

Your committee would recommend that the whole 
matter of accounts of Jay Cummings be referred to a 
special committee, with instructions that they demand 
and procure from said Jay Cummings vouchers for all 
expenditures, and make report as to his entire accounts, 
and that said committee report in full at the next 
Department meeting; and on failure of said officer to 
make a full and detailed statement with vouchers for 
expenditures, said committee to be directed to prefer 
charges against the said Cummings for such failure and 
disobedience of orders. Said settlement to cover the 
entire period of his time as either Assistant Adjutant 
General or Acting Assistant Adjutant General. 


We further recommend that in order to promote 
harmony in the Department, that the Assistant Adju- 
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tant General be instructed to obtain a report from each 
Post of amounts of money sent to headquarters to date, 
and that Posts be credited with all money that may have 
been sent to Comrade Cummings and for which they 
have not received credit.

I have the honor to submit the following report of 


the condition of the Department and the business of 


this office, so far as I am able to give its status from the 
data and official records turned over to me by my pre- 
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decessor. In pursuance of the provisions of P, VITI, 
general order No. 4 eurrent series, I assumed the duties 
of Assistant Adjutant General, vice Comrade Macauley, 
resigned. The same P. of said Order directed Comrade 
Jay Cummings, Assistant Adjutant General, to turn 
over all books, blanks, records and corr siepapidivanss per- 
taining to this office in his custody, and enumerated in 
detail in section ITI, article VI, Rules and’ Regulations 
of the G. A. R., including an order book, a letter book, 
an endorsement and memorandum book, and files of all 
orders, reports and correspondence remaining in. his 
oftice September 20, 1880. Some time subsequently 1 
received through you two letter books containing cor- 
respondence dating from May 6, 1880, one of them in a 
mutilated condition, several sheets having been torn out. 
Subsequently I received an order book. This includes 
all of the official records of the Department turned 
over to me pertaining to the Adjutant General’s office 
from the source indicated, save Post Adjutants’ reports 
for the first and second quarters of 1880 as hereinafter 
specified, and a journal and ledger containing a record 
of his official financial transactions legitimately pertain- 
ing to the office of the Assistant Quartermaster General, 


which I, on the eighteenth of September, 1880, turned 


over to their proper custodian, Assistant Quartermaster 
General Dudley. 


My predecessor, Comrade Macauley, turned over to 
me no papers of importance and as I understand none 
such were ever in his keeping, the custody of all records 
having been left in the hands of the Acting Assistant 
Adjutant General, Comrade Cummings. 


Never having had in my possession the report of the 


proceedings of the last Encampment, Iam unable to state 


with official certainty what Posts have been since estab- 
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lished, but submit the following as what appears from 
data in my custody:

Owing to lack of complete adjutants’ reports, a state- 
ee ment of numerical force is impossible otherwise than 
Fre, by approximate estimate, the following being the condi- 
Pe tion of the Department records in this regard: Com- 
ae plete reports have been received from Posts 1, 2, 3, 5, 8, 
: 9,10, 11, 12, 15, 17, 19, 21, 22 and 23. Post 4 is delin- 
quent in all reports except for first quarter; also Post 

6. Post 7 is delinquent for the fourth quarter; also 

Post 11. The reports from Post 12 have been received 

for first and fourth quarters only. No reports have 

been received from Post 13, and only for the last quar- 
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ter from Post 14. Post 18 is entirely delinquent, and 
Post 20 for the last quarter. The only Surgeons’ 
reports received are from Posts 3, 9 and 23. 

This condition of affairs is in no manner the fault of 
the office of the Adjutant General, as frequent requests 
have been made for them by circular, citing the duties 
of officers in this regard prescribed by the Rules and 
Regulations. 

Owing to delay on the part of some Post Adjutants 
in forwarding their reports, I have been unable to make 
return to the Adjutant General at the close of any quar- 
ter of a character flattering to the standing of this 
Department. 

A practice has obtained of transacting financial busi- 
ness through the office of the Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral in lieu of that of the Assistant Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, which, while not only out of the regular order, has 
led to complications and misunderstandings which might 
have been avoided had the business been done through 
the regular channels. As an illustration: Under date 
of September 5, 1880, this office received a communica- 
tion from Comrade Agnew, Commander of Jeff. C. Davis 
Post 16, at Vincennes, calling attention to the fact that, 
on the 28th of June, 1880, a requisition for badges, ete., 
had been forwarded, accompanied by the funds, to Acting 
Assistant Adjutant Gen’] Cummings, and that the requisi- 
tion remained unfilled. Upon calling Comrade Cum- 
mings’ attention to this fact, a reply was received, stating 
that the funds had come duly to hand, and had been 
turned over to Comrade Dudley, Assistant Quartermas- 
ter General. Upon inquiry at his office, the fact was 
elicited that he had failed to receive the cash in ques- 
tion. In reply to further inquiry addressed to Comrade 
Cummings from this office, he stated that Post 16 was 
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entitled to one-half dozen bronze badges, and requested 
their forwarding. This has not been done, owing to the 
fact that the requisite funds have failed to reach the 
Assistant Quartermaster General. Action upon this 
matter is requested, that the Post in question may receive 
that to which they are entitled in this matter. 


It would seem from General Orders, Nos. 1 and 2, 


February 27 and 28, that all Posts had been instructed 
sufficiently in regard to the remittance of funds, and 
that again, on May 24, 1880, upon the appointment of 
Comrade Dudley as Assistant Quartermaster General, 
the same instructions were repeated. In a communica- 
tion during the month of September (of no date), 1880, 
a complaint was made that Post 19 had failed to receive 
its charter. This charter was subsequently found, hav- 
ing date of over two months previous, and mailed with 
another discovered at the same time. . 

I will here state that I have experienced considerable 
difficulty in getting the charters of this Order through 
the mails, from what eause I am unable to determine, as 
I have, in three instances, forwarded duplicates and in 
one a triplicate. Some mailed by myself and yourself 
failed to reach their addressed destination. 

Having in my possession no records fixing the com- 
pensation of the Assistant Adjutant General, I have 
drawn, upon your approval, subject to the approval of 
the Council of Administration, the aggregate sum of 
seventy-five dollars, as will appear as per vouchers in the 
hands of the Assistant Quartermaster General. I have 
disbursed no moneys, turning over all coming into my 
hands—torwarded to me in lieu of the Assistant Quarter- 
master General to that officer. I have drawn upon 
him nothing for postage, having defrayed that per- 
sonally. If the recommendation be proper, I wonld 
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respectfully suggest that the salary of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral should be definitely fixed, that no misunderstanding 
may arise in regard to this subject. As will be seen by 
the foregoing, I can not make so satisfactory a report of 
the condition of this Department as all of its members 
could desire. One thing is manifest, that the good of 
the Order and the respectability of its standing at 
national headquarters demands a prompt forwarding of 
all reports to departmental headquarters, that the Adju- 
tant General may be able to forward, when due, the 
detailed statement of its condition, as required by the 
Rules and Regulations to the national headquarters. 
This it has been impossible for me to do, for the rea- 
sons hereinbefore stated. 

T am inclined to think that the growth of the Order 
in this Department must depend largely upon the 
amount of missionary work performed by its officers, 
and that great good may be accomplished by them in 
maintaining the interest of Posts already organized, by 
personal visits. 

The general Orders issued since the last Eneamp- 
ment number from 1 to 8. Since my incumbency of 
the office, six special orders have been issued, filed in 
the order book, and eight circulars. All correspond- 
ence received by me has been properly briefed and filed 
as part permanent records of this office. Owing to 
want of a press I have not been able to use the letter 
book, but a record of all transactions will be found. 
(The mutilation of the book would, in any event, have 
prevented its use by me.) 

My experience has satisfied me that the business of 
the Department can not be properly conducted ina 
pocket office, and that better provisions should here- 
after be made in this regard, aud that proper facilities 
should be had to enable the Assistant Adjutant General 
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to be in a condition to receive visits from an inspecting 
officer, and further, that such visits should be made. 

Regretting the causes beyond my individual or ofti- 
cial control which render it impossible for .me to sub- 
init a more satisfactory report, the foregoing 1s respect- 
fully submitted.

Str: Ihave the honor to report the following synop- 
sis of the business transacted through the office of the 
Assistant Adjutant General of this Department of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, since its second annual 
Encampment, held at Terre Haute, Ind., April 13 and 
14, 1881. 

The practice which had obtained during °80 and ’81 
of sending funds direct to the Assistant Quartermaster 
General, was continued the present year by a number of 
Posts for some time, and appears, from correspondence in 
this office, not to have been entirely discontinued, not- 
withstanding specific instructions in paragraph IIT, gen- 
eral order No. 4, and repeated in paragraph III, general 
order No. 6, that all funds should be sent through the 
Adjutant General, but payable to the order of the Assis- 
tant Quartermaster General.

Report of Committee on Credentials. 

The Committee on Credentials made the following 
report. 

Your Committee on Credentials beg leave to make 
the following report: 

We have examined the credentials given us, and find 
that they are correct, except in the following irregu- 
larities : 

Some are signed by the Post Adjutant only, and 
some by the Post Commander only. They should be 
signed by each. In two cases the credentials are certiti- 

cates of Comrades, authorizing the holders to act as 
their substitutes, and we recommend that in the cases 
referred to the Comrades be allowed to have their places 
in this Encampment.

the Republic: 
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COMMANDER: 

The delegation from Geo. H. Thomas Post have been 
authorized by the Post to present to the Kneampment 
the subject of a monument, for all soldiers going out 
trom, and resident in the State of Indiana, who served in 
the Army of the Union. They therefore present a 
memorial to the Eneampment, showing that in their 
judgment it is proper that a monument should be erected 
to the soldiers of Indiana, commemorative of their 
services and sacrifices. That it should be of a character 
worthy of the great State in which we live. That it 
should bé erected at as early a day as possible at the Capi- 
tal of the State. 

We believe that there is a sincere and general desire 
that this should be done, and that the people of Indiana 
only await a capable and responsible organization to give 
the proper contributions with which to erect. it. 

-In order that this may be done, it seems proper that 
the Grand Army of the Republic should inaugurate the 
work. The organization is composed of the men who 
are directly interested by their feelings, their memories 
and their associations in this important project. They 
are found in all parts of the State. They are influential 
and active members of society, and they have the confi- 
dence of the best men and women of the communities in 
whieh they live. 

This is a work that must be doneby the present gene- 
‘ation of men or it will most likely never be done. Com- 
ing generations wlll have their duties and burdens, and 
will hardly pause or turn aside to do this. It can be 
done by this one with ease if undertaken at an early day 
with sufficient energy. . 

No inore honorable service can be performed by the 
Grand Army than this. 
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The plans for a soldiers’ monument have been sug- 
gested in various forms, but we think none should be 
adopted until the amount of money that can be. raised 
can in some measure be estimated. We believe that the 
publie-spirited citizens of our State will co-operate gladly 
with the soldiers in making contributions, and now sug- 
gest that the subject be presented to and considered by 
the various Posts. of the State. 


We beg leave to suggest that each Post collect a small 
sum from each member, at each quarterly meeting, not to 
exceed ten cents, and by these contributions form a 
nucleus for greater ones in the future, confident that 
when the people learn that the soldiers, from their means, 
are giving for this purpose, they will add much larger 
sums. ; 

Whatever is done should be done upon full and free 
consultation, and after due deliberation. We, therefore, 
most respectfully, but earnestly, ask that the Eneamp- 
ment reeommend early action by the several Posts of this 
Department, and that the officers of the Department be 
charged with the work. of promoting this praiseworthy 
object. 

We are of the opinion that these officers can act 
more efficiently and promptly than a new committee, and 
that they would imspire more confidence in the project. 
No new organization need be effected. No additional 
safe-guards need be provided. If these contributions are 
to be made publicly, and reported constantly, and deposited 
where the account can be seen, will it not satisfy a liberal 
public that the management is sound and honorable? 

We, therefore, propose that the officers of the Depart- 
ment be authorized to proceed at once to notify the Posts 
of the action taken as to this matter, by the Eneamp- 
ment, and that their concurrent action be asked, and the
